His 
death was due to u heart attack, from 

i which he had suffered only a
couple of hours. Dr. Town had suf­
fered slight heart attacks before hut 
iKine was of a serioas nature.

Dr. Town was the eldest liviiur 
alumnus of DePauw university, hav- 
iiiU lieem trraduated with the class of 
IKWi. As a mark of honor for heinir 
the oldest alumnus, he was presented 
cith the Goodwin Memorial cane a 
fe.v years ajfo, it K<»in>r to the oldest 
livinjr trraduate. It was presented to 
thei university for the oldest livine 
graduate by the late Dr. Thomas 
Cindwin, Diel’auw's first jrraduate.

Dr. Town is survived by foui

J Irom the institution in iRfiD. I^ter 

he entered the medical.profession..and 
I held ilegreeij from the Chicago ^tedi- 
ial college* now Northwestern Uni­
versity Schiml of Medicine; his doctor 
»f medicine degree from the Bellevue 
Hospital Medical College of New 
York university and the S. T. D de­
gree form DePauw university.

Before entering on his professional 
caieer, Dr. Town became an instruc­
tor in mathematics at Hamlih univer­
sity, Imt ggve up teaching work for 
hi- medical training work and after 
leceiving tiis degree from that field 
i" tered on the practice of medicine 
mid the sale of drugs at Frankfort,
Iud. He evidently still yearned for a 
di He rent work, lK><-ause in 1875, ne 
gave up his medical practice to eater 
the ministry, iteing admitted to the 
Northwest Indiana Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal church. He held 
a long list of splendid pastorates in 
I'ii- conference, among them lieinq 
rh.irgBR at Argos, Dayton, Rossvj)le, 
South Bend, Crawfordsville, Terre 
Haute and (ireencastle. It was while 
holding,the pastorate of the old Col 
hge Avenue church in (jreeneastle, 
that he came here to make his home 
and ever remain a splendid citizen < t 
the community, always standing for 
I he good and tile right and aiding bis 
home community in every way pos­
able. He served as su|»erintendeiit 
of the Greencastle dv trict follow­
ing his pastorate of the kical church

Following his active service in the 
Northwest Conference, Dr. Town wa 
transferred to the university in an 
executive capacity, being name-1 fi­
nancial secretary of the university in 
1905 and in 1912 he was made trr»ts- 
urer, which place he held until his re­

The leg­
islature re|Kiale'l' the state’s drastic 
bone dry law and enacted the liqu >r 
control statute whicji was designexl 
primarily to leg;iftze the manufacture 
and sale of 3-2 percent l»eor-

The law, however, Contained a 
broad enacting clause which provided 
that it miight br> “lifierally construed" 
by the excise director to the en.l of 
preventing the return of the “ojs'n 
saloon ”

The i»'w regulations In.kS.leni the 
provisions of the law as to wholesalers 
of spirituous liquors to provide for 
whob•ode dfuggists ol wholesale food 
establishments- Heretofore only 
wholesale druggists were authorized 
to handle the liquor.

The license fees of $250 remain thg 
same.® 0

Drug stores which qualify a retail­
ers must have Ihsui in business for at 
least thri-e years. That provision is 
set out in the law; Regulations pro­
hibit deliveries of liquor and limit the 
amount to lie sold to four quarts to.a 
person mi any «>ne day.

Quantities of le~s than .gie pint 
may l>e sold, but t hey must lie in seal­
ed contajners and the law provides 
that thf tax shall be 25 cents a pint 
or fraction thereof.

nue.

One of those who shed the most 
tears was Perry Rush of the First- 
Citizens Bank and Trust company. 
Rush refused to leave the building 
when others fled, preferring to stay 
with the dcimonstrating officials. He 
also had the privilege of learning the 
“feel" of the tear gas weapons by 
tiling the various types.

Containers ranging from a 38 cali­
bre revolver size cartridge to a dO 
gauge .shotgun shell were fired in one 
end of the building to give those 
jiresept an idha of how quick the fum­
es spread and how effective the gas is 
in rogdering helpless a victim.

Shots were fired from tiny pen-size 
♦runs to larger squeeze ty|ie pistols, 
the fume- shooting in a fuhntd-shapx’fi 
effect fnmr the mouth of the gulf, 
Lh*n diffusing and permeating the 
entire interior of the old factory 
building Only a few seconds were re­
quired for the heavier-than-air fumes 
to strike' one end of the building, 
against which they were fired, then 
rebound and spread l>aek to the group 
waiting to feel the gius effects.
